on an answer for Ac first question ; and 

prov i ding s toring progra mming instructions on a compute r -readable medium of the first 
computer system, the programming instructions beingi br delivery over the netvyorLto the secQnfl 
computer svstem fc licnt on the netwo r k including instructions for causing the second computer 
system to parse the data elements from the survey documen t into data arrays having 
cross-references defining the associations among questions and answers, and instructions for 
causing w hich cause t he eKea frsecond computer system t o display on a user interface certain ones 
of the questions, including the first one of the questions, and branch to and display on the user 
interface the second and^Hhird ones of the question s, or else not branch to and display the 
i second and third ones of the questions^r esponsive to an answer selected bv the user and received 
bv the second computer system f or the first question and responsive to ones of the 
cross-references defining the associations among the first second and third one of the questions .
